Demonstration Farms, | 


Mr. Crawford, of Edmonton South, 
Who aspires to be an authority on ag- 
riculture and dairying, gave the dem- 
onstration farms another wooling. He 
cut down the price of cream and re- 
duced the cost of steers, entertaining 
the house for quite a while. Mr. Mar- 
shall, after a time, finally checked the 
honorable member, 

“What the honorable gentleman is 
saying is of no consequence except that 
it is not true,” said the minister in 
reference to the gain in welsht of 
Steers. Mr. Crawford insisted that 
his statement was correct. 

From steers, Mr. Crawford passed 
on to heifers and calves, and finally 
lost himself in the pasture amid up- 
roarious applause, 

Referring to the Athabasca farm, 
Hon. A, G. MacKay said the constitu- 
ency contained some of the finest 
grazing Jand in the province.

Mr. Crawford: moyed in amendment 
that the vote of $20,000 to complete 
the purchase and equipment of demon- 
stration farms be stricken out. When 
the affirmative vote was called, he 
stood up alone, Tremendous applause 
followed. On the negative vote, Messrs 
Hillocks, Weidenhammer, Hudson, 
Spencer and Hoadley voted with the 
government and the applause was 
deafening, 

Wolf Bounty. 

Mr. Spencer, of Medicine Hat, ask- 
ed if the $3,000 item for wolf pounty 
included coyotes. Mr. Marshali said 
it did not. The-province had not pald 
coyote bounty ‘since he became minis- 
ter of agriculture. It had proved to 
be too great a drain although it would 
be a good_thing if the province could 
afford it. In one year the provinee had 
paid out some $35,000 in coyote boun- 
ties. If the same bounty were paid 
now, the sum would be much greater, 
The item was agreed to. 

Noxious Weeds. 

It was expected that there would be 
some controversy over the vote of 
$25,000 for the destruction of noxious 
weeds, but it was agreed to with 
scarcely any discussion. Splendid pro- 
gress was made down to vote No, 17, 
$50,000 for the operation of demonstra- 
tion farms. By agreement, the commit- 
tee arose at this point and the house 
adjourned until 10.30 this morning.

The bill was reported to the 
committee of the whole with a recom- 
mendation that it do pass, 
Agricultural Estimates Voted. 

The house resumed consideration of 
the estimates for agricuiture and sta- 
tistics. Hon. Duncan Marshall out- 
lined the work of the schools of agri- 
culture. He stated that there were 
four teachers at each of the three 
schools. They were men selected for 
their fitness, and their services were 
at the disposal of the department of 
agriculture for 12 months of the year. 
The school work occupied their atten- 
tion only six months annually. The 
rest of their time would be taken up 
with extension work and other duties, 
such as the teaching of agriculture to 
the public school teachers of the pro- 
vince at the summer schools. Re- 
search work would also be instituted. 
The province would thus benefit by the 
continuous service of 12 skilled agri- 
culturists whose work would be of 
invaluable assistance to the greatest 
industry in the prevince. 

Provincial Ssed Fair. 

The minister of agriculture stated 
that as a rule the provincial seed fairs 
were held in the southern part of the 
province, as that section- of Alberta 
had produced superior seed grain. The 


One | Minister said he would be glad to see) fair held in Edmonton some years ago 


was only partially successful. An- 
other feature of the fairs was the 
facility they afforded the farmers in 
the purchase of seed grain from each 
other. 
Co-operative Elevators. 

The vote ‘of $300,000 for advances 
made on account of farmers’ elevat- 
ors, Was passed without much discus- 


sion. The minister stated that in cases} 
where elevators were purchased, the 


stock previously owned by farmers 
was transferred—that Is to say, the 
government did not advance +5 per 
cent. of this amount. Advanc » were 


made for the erection of new slevators. 
Immigration and Colonization. 
The far-reaching and effective sys- 


‘ 


tem of publicity and colonization main- 
tained by the province, was described 
by Mr. Marshall, It had brought 
thousands of settlers to the province 
and had won for Alberta many of the 
greatest trophies in America offered for 
exhibits of agricultural products. 
Poultry Industry. 

The. opposition members expressed 
their regret that the appropriation for 
the encouragement of the poultry in- 
dustry was not larger, The work 
done by the poultry department, 
it was pointed out, was of great 
beoenfit to the entire province. 
There is, and always has_ been, 
a shortage of fowls and eggs in the 
province, and every effort should be 
made to promote the inndustry, Mr. 
Marshall spoke of the excellent work 
performed by Mr, Shackleton at the 
provincial poultry farm on the univer- 
sity grounds. The demand for eggs 
and chicks this year was so great that 
the provincial farm was unable to 
hatch its own chicks until June. With 
the present vote and the plans outlin- 
ed, the minister hoped that the poultry 
department would be able to keep pace 
with the requirements, Poultry de- 
partments were being attached to all 
provincial demonstration farms. 

Provincial Museum 

The vote of $1,000 to procure mount- 

ed heads. of animals, stuffed birds, etc., 


its diminutive proportions. Several 
members favored a larger appropria- 
lion with the ultimate view of found- 
ing a first-class provincial museum.

Miscellaneous. 

The vote of $5,000 for the spring 
stock show in Edmonton was agreed 
to. without — discussion, likewise the 
grant of $2,000 for women's institutes. 

This concluded the estimates for 
agriculture and statistics, every vote 
of which passed with little or no'fric- 
tion. The only objections were that 
some of the votes should be larger. 
The government appreciated this, but 
it had to keep all estimates down to a 
| business basis. : 

The vote for hospitals, charities and 
public health. argregating $152,000 was 
passed without contention, as were also 
the grants for the telephone depart- 
ment and for public institutions, the 
former for $900,000 chargeable to in- 
come and $1,000,000 chargeable to capi- 
tal and the latter for $226,500. ; 

The item of $20,000 for expenditure 
on account of elections gave rise to 
some discussion, The opposition claim- 
ed that the member for Peace River 
should have been entitled to his seat 
on the telegraphic return of the return- 
ing officer. Premier Sifton explained 
that the constituency was large and 
the mail service was slow. The desire 
of the government was to give the 
constituents every opportunity to ex- 
press their views. [t had been strongly 
represented that September ‘was’ the 
niost suitable month in which to hald 
the election in Peace River and this 
had been done. The election law did 
}not permit action on telegraphic re- 
turns and until the official return re- 
quired by law was received the mem- 
ber could not properly be gazetted. 

Alpine’ Club Grant. 

The member for Rocky Mountain, 
Mr. Campbell. stated that whiie he was 
a charter member of the Alpine ciuh, 
which he regarded as a splendid organ- 
ization, he did not think the govern- 
ment grant of $500 was necessary. it 
was purely a sporting club devoted to 
ctean, healthful sport, and it did not 
require government assistance. The 
affiliated clubs advertised the Rocky 
Mountain region and attracted visiting 
scientists and tourists who aided in 
proclaiming abroad the scenic beauties 
of the brovince. Admitting those facts, 
Mr. Campbell still maintained that the 
grant was rot necded. It would of 
necessity go to the provincial organi- 
zation formed for pleasure and which 
did not advertise the province.

PORTLAND CEMENT 

The first) “Portland = cement" was 

made by Joseph Aspdin, a bricklayer 

of Leeds, England, who received a 


patent on his invention 89 years ago} 


today. In the letters patent issued 
under the seal of the English king, the 
cement was described as “artificial 
stone.” It was called “Portland” by 
the inventor because of its resem- 
blance to the natural stone from the 
Portland quarries in southern Eng- 
land. <Aspdin made his first “batch” 
of “Portland’ cement from) mud 
scraped from the public roads. These 
highways were clay which had been 
macadamized, so that the material was 
a mixture of clay and Hme. Natural 
cement, as distinguished from the 
artificial, “Portland” cement, has been 
in use since earliest times. The Rom- 
ans made it by grinding lava procured 
from the slopes of Vesuvius. After 
the fall of the Roman empire cement 
fell into disuse, and the industry was 
not revived until about 1750, when 
cement was made by grinding volcanic 
rock. The “Portland” cement industry, 
founded by Joseph Aspdin, is now an 
important one all over the civilized 
werld.

Held Pending Further 


Vancouver, Oct. 22.--The immigra- 
tion authorities at Victoria have de- 
tained 46 Hindus who arrived on the 
Japanese liner Panama Maru, pend- 
ing further investigation, There were 
56 in the party and 10 were found to 
be bona fide immigrants and were ad- 
mitted, The bar which has kept the 
Hindus from Canadn has been the or- 
der-in-council making it necessary for 
immigrants to come direct from the 
land of their birth or citizenship. Up 
to recently the Hindus were unable to 
come direct but now a Japanese line 
runs out of Galeutta, whieh gives the 
Hindus what they claim to be a direct 
passage.

Interference—Extreme 
Penalty is Life 
Imprisonment 


Nanaimo, Oct. 22—On the charge of 
assault, in the police court before Mag- 
istrate Simpson yesterday, Lieut.-Col. 
Hall, commanding the militia now 
stationed here, appeared to make 
formal statement for the information 
of the public as to the serfousness of 
any Interference on the part of the 
civilians with any militiamen while on 
duty. He stated that it was almost 
a daily occurrence forthe members of 
the force to be abused by insulting 
language, to use this language, being 
equivalent to seducing the soldiers 
away froin their allegiance, a crime 
of 2 very serious nature. The extreme 
penalty for such a crime is penal ser- 
vVitude for life. It was necessary that 
the disgraceful and abusive language 
such as they had been subject to, 
should cease. THis men's patience was 
exhausted and it was becoming dif- 
ficult for the officers to restrain them, 
Had conditions {n town been normal 
he would have regarded the case be- 
fore the court as an ordinary, “scrap,” 
but as it is, lt was something more.

With City Line This Fall 


Commissioners Agree that Temporary Track be Built and Five 
Cent Fares Charged for Eighteen Months From Present 
.. Terminus to Twenty-Fourth Street—Up to Council Now. 


The basts of an agreement to be en- 
tered Into between the city and the Ed- 
monton Interurban railway in the matter 
of connecting up the two systems was 
formulated) at a meeting of the public 
works cominittee held) in the — council 
chamber tus morning, After considering 
at least a half dozen propositions It was 
finally decided that) the company should 
build’ at once a temporary single track 
from the end of their present Hne to con- 
nhect up with the elty’s system, this to 
be operated by the company until next 
spring, when the company will undertake 
to build ao single permanent track from 
Alberta avenue to one block south of the 
G, T, P, yards, along Twenty-fourth street, 
thence west to Twenty-seventh street and 
north on Twenty-seventh to Brandon ave- 
nue The permanent track will only be 
built as far as the G,'t,P, yards, 

The company will collect an extra fare 
from the end of their present line to the 
point where the city cars will pick up the 
passengers, which Will be at Brazeau street 
for the present, the fare not to exceed 
five cents, This extra fare will be col- | 
lected by the company for a period. of | 
18 months, and retained that the company 
may be recouped for the outlay on per- 
manent track construction, which they will 
agree to Jay next year within the city | 
limits. At the expiration ef 18 months a} 
permanent agreement will be sought be- 
tween the city and the company,

UPON 
NEW CONTINENT? 


Report That Russian Vessels 
Have Discovered Unknown 
Land in Arctic Ocean 


From the reports brought back by Com- 
mander Wilitsky from the Far North it 
would appear that the two Russian Govern, 
ment vessels under his command had pene- 
trated some distance into the unexplored 
region to the north of Siberia, Not far, 
{t would seem, had they to go before 
they reached a northern shore of the Aretie 
Ocean, for ata point St degrees north 
latitude and 102 degrees east longitude 
they touched the coust of what appeared 
to be a northern continental mass, With 
two or three interruptions on account of 
the jee pack the vessels were able to 
cruise along the coast line from the point 
we have mentioned to north latitude 70 
degrees and 104 degrees cast longitude, 
It would thus appear to be-an_ extensive 
body of fad the expedition encountered, 
That it was land and no mere mass of ice 
seems to be put beyond question by the de- 
scription of its physical features, The 
shore is high and rocky, its cliffs being 
abrupt, Many high peaks were to be 
seen in the interior, and there were indi- 
cations of volednie action, past and possibly 
present 


Torra Incognita 

Though Aretic explorers have added im- 
mensely to the sum of the world’s geo- 
graphical knowledge, a vast portion of the 
North Polar region still les beyond our 
ken, 
is reported to have discovered is sald to be 
part of that great terra incognita, or 
Greenland and of the Arctic Archipelago to 
the west of {t and limmediately north of 
Canada’s mainkind much has been ascer- 
tained, But the remainder of the region 
enclosed by the Arctic Ocean, presents a 
great tract of which but little has yet 
been found out, Peary is of the opinion 
that the North Pole is in a continental 
tnass, This discovery of Wilitsky’s, if 
discovery it is, would indicate that there 
is a continental mass which might be con- 
tinuous over the North Pole, It weld 
seem strange, however, that it before es- 
caped discovery, seeing that it is so close 
to Cape Cholyuskin, in Northern Siberia, 

Is It Genuine? 

After Dr. Gookk’s experience it) would 
seem improbable that there would be any 
further romancing about discoveries In the 
Arctic regions, Dr, Cook might not have 
hurried back with his tale of finding the 
North Pole had he not been aware that 
Peary was upon that quest, and was likely 
to be-suecessful, It was a case of intelh- 
gently and unserupulously trying to antl- 
cipate the fame of another man,  Gom- 
mander Willtsky appears to have left Viadi- 
vostock on the 10th of June last, By that 
time all the world Knew of the Canadian
